1. This action is response to the Decision on Appeal issued on 08/16/201 1; claims 1-17 
are pending. 

2. The identical Information Discloses Statements (IDSs) filed on 06/14/2005 are 
considered. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT

5. The claim 1 1 has been amended as follows: 
Claim 11; 

A system for distributing software comprising: 
a memory: 

an apphcation server transmitting a message that includes a first channel selected from a 
first channel layer and a second channel selected from a second channel layer; 
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a first application layer router coupled to the first channel layer receiving the message 
and transmitting the message over the first channel, wherein the message is distributed to the first 
application layer router in response to at least the first application layer router registering with 
the apphcation server to receive messages in accordance with configuration data of at least a first 
endpoint; 

a second application layer router coupled to the second channel layer receiving the 
message and transmitting the message over the second channel, wherein the message is 
distributed to the second application layer router in response to at least the second application 
layer router registering with the application server to receive messages in accordance with 
configuration data of at least a second endpoint; and 

the second endpoint receiving the message from the second channel layer. 

Reasons for allowance 

6. Regarding the judgment from the Board of Patent Appeal, with respect to claims 1 and 
1 1, the prior arts of record, singly or in combination fails to teach the features of claim(s) 
limitations thereof. Specially, inter alia, it fails to teach a system for distributing software 
comprising an application server transmitting a message that includes a first channel selected 
from a first channel layer and a second channel selected from a second channel layer; a first 
application layer router coupled to the first channel layer receiving the message and transmitting 
the message over the first channel; a second application layer router coupled to the second 
channel layer receiving the message which transmitted by the first application layer router and 
transmitting the message over the second channel; and an endpoint receiving the message from 
the second channel layer; wherein the message is distributed to the first application layer router 
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in response to at least the first application layer router registering with the application server to 
receive messages in accordance with configuration data of at least a first endpoint; wherein the 
message is distributed to the second application layer router in response to at least the second 
application layer router registering with the appUcation server to receive messages in accordance 
with configuration data of at least a second endpoint. 

Claims 2-10, 12-17 further limit the allowed claims, therefore they are also allowed.
